In  accordance  with  the  vote  taken  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting,  March  14,  1957,  the  Planning  Board 
have  studied  the  problem  of  zoning  existing  between  the 
Rye  Water  District  and  the  Town  of  Rye. 

Whereas,  the  Rye  Water  District  has  voted  to  set 
aside  its  zoning  laws  provided  the  Town  will  gain  that 
district,  the  Planning  Board  recommends  that  the  offi- 
cial Town  Map  be  amended  to  include  the  various  Dis- 
tricts, as  delineated  on  the  Rye  Water  District  zoning 
map  and  be  governed  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the 
Town  of  Rye.  Due  to  the  similarity  between  the  zoning 
laws  of  the  Rye  Water  District  and  the  Town  of  Rye, 
there  will  be  no  change  in  the  existing  regulations. 

Since  the  Town  of  Rye  is  particularly  concerned 
with  tourists  and  tourist  business  along  its  seacoast  areas, 
the  Planning  Board  recommends  that  a  Tourist  Com- 
mercial District,  be  added  to  the  now  existing  zoning 
ordinance. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  on  Article  II  of  the 
1957  Town  Meeting,  regarding  acceptance  of  Odiorne 
Drive  as  a  public  street,  the  Planning  Board  recommends 
this  should  not  be  accepted  until  further  development  is 
made  by  the  property  owners.

The  report  of  the  Librarian  indicates  the  increasing 
service  demanded  of  the  Library.  We  emphasize  its  im- 
portance as  the  cultural  center  of  this  fast  growing  town.

During  the  coming  year  walls  and  ceilings  should  be 
painted.  There  is  space  in  the  curio  cabinet  for  more  gifts 
or  loans  of  articles  of  interest.

Librarian's  Report 

The  Rye  Library  continues  to  serve  more  people  each 
year.  Total  circulation  during  1957  was  21,893  books, 
an  increase  of  1,442  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  of  this  total  11,330  were  adult 
fiction,  2,779  adult  non-fiction  and  7,784  children's 
books.  There  seems  to  be  a  trend  in  the  Rye  Library  to- 
ward the  reading  of  non-fiction,  which  might  be  a  re- 
flection on  the  quality  of  some  of  our  current  fiction. 

During  July  and  August  the  Library  was  open  an 
additional  hour  in  the  evening  to  accommodate  the  large 
number  of  persons  who  patronize  the  Library  during 
these  months.  This  proved  to  be  a  worthwhile  venture, 
for  circulation  during  the  month  of  July  reached  a  new 
high  of  2,703  books  and  during  August  2,557  books. 
These  extended  hours  were  made  possible  with  the  help  of 
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Miss  Marjorie  Chapman,  Assistant  Librarian. 

New  books  added  to  the  sheh'^es  numbered  764.  Of 
these,  214  were  gifts,  63  were  purchased  from  fine  money 
and  the  rest  were  purchased  from  town  funds  and  from 
income  from  various  trust  funds.  Book  prices  continue 
to  soar  necessitating  even  more  careful  selection  of  books. 

This  year,  accumulated  interest  on  several  of  our 
trust  funds  made  it  possible  for  us  to  purchase  a  fine  new 
encyclopedia.  This  was  a  much  needed  addition  to  the 
Library's  reference  shelves,  for  our  latest  encyclopedia  was 
purchased  some  ten  years  ago  and  was  not  up  to  date  in 
its  coverage.  The  choice  of  the  twenty  volume  Collier's 
Encyclopedia  was  made  after  considerable  study  and  con- 
sultation. It  is  an  excellent  reference  set,  particularly  rec- 
ommended for  junior  high,  high  school  and  adult  use. 

The  State  Library  and  the  State  Bookmobile  serve 
the  Rye  Library  constantly.  It  is  a  great  privilege  to  be 
able  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  which  they  offer. 
Mrs.  Richard  Sanborn,  the  new  Bookmobile  Librarian, 
has  been  most  considerate  and  helpful,  endeavoring  to  keep 
us  supplied  with  additional  books  needed  for  school  pro- 
jects and  church  reading.  We  have  also  borrowed  many 
books  directly  from  the  State  Library  in  answer  to  re- 
quests from  our  readers. 

In  October  a  neighborhood  meeting  of  librarians 
and  library  trustees  was  held  at  the  Rye  Library.  Mr.  Emil 
W.  Allen,  Jr.,  Assistant  State  Librarian,  and  Miss  Mar- 
gery Stroud,  State  Extension  Librarian,  presented  book 
reviews,  displayed  many  new  books  and  led  in  a  discus- 
sion of  library  methods.  Representatives  from  many  of 
the  libraries  of  the  surrounding  towns  were  present  and 
the  meeting  proved  to  be  most  enjoyable  and  beneficial 
to  all. 

With  ever  increasing  service  to  a  growing  town,  we 
find   ourselves   much   cramped   for   space.    Continual   dis- 
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carding  and  weeding  of  books  relieves  the  situation  some- 
what, but  the  stacks  are  still  crowded  and  every  avail- 
able inch  of  space  is  utilized. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  gifts  of  books, 
magazines,  and  articles  for  the  display  cabinet  from  many 
interested  persons.  The  number  of  donors  has  grown  to 
such  proportions  that  it  is  impossible  to  include  all  the 
names  in  this  report,  but  we  are  sincerely  grateful  to 
those  who  have  so  generously  contributed  to  the  Library. 
I  feel  that  I  should  mention  here  an  unusually  large  and 
fine  collection  of  books  given  to  us  last  spring  by  Mrs. 
Henry  McFarland  of  Concord  Point.  From  this  collection 
we  were  able  to  place  on  our  own  shelves  close  to  one 
hundred  books.  Others,  which  were  duplicates  of  books 
which  we  already  had,  were  passed  on  to  other  libraries. 
We  are  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Samuel  H.  Allen  who  each 
year  gives  us  a  large  number  of  current  and  outstanding 
books.  We  always  appreciate  the  interest  shown  by  the 
Every  Other  Tuesday  Club  and  the  Rye  Junior  Women's 
Club  through  their  gifts  of  money  to  the  Library.

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School  Board  Report 

Your  School  Board  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing report: 

Several  minor  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in 
class  placement.  The  fifth  grade  consisting  of  two  classes 
was  transferred  to  the  Elementary  School  building.  This 
allowed  more  room  in  the  Center  School  for  home  econ- 
omics, art,  library  and  music  programs.  This  transfer 
also  allowed  for  a  more  convenient  distribution  of  the 
hours  which  the  child  must  spend  in  the  classroom. 

There  were  several  new  teachers  added  to  our  staff 
this  year.  Mr.  John  Salo,  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers 
College,  replaced  Mr.  Myron  Powers  in  manual  training 
and  seventh  grade  mathematics.  Mr.  Robert  Luther,  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  replaced  Miss 
Sarah  Wendelin,  teaching  social  studies  in  grades  seven 
and  eight.  Mr.  Luther  is  also  coach  for  all  the  boys  sports. 
Miss  Sandra  Willand.  graduate  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  replaced  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Merrill  as  third  grade 
teacher.  Miss  Mary  Pickett,  graduate  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire,  replaced  Mrs.  Mary  Burrows  in  the 
fourth  grade.  Miss  Barbara  Reade,  a  graduate  of  Perry 
Kindergarden  and  Normal  School  of  Boston,  replaced 
Mrs.  Frances  Paul  as  a  first  grade  teacher.  Mrs.  Lynette 
Shelton  replaced  Miss  Dorothy  Pouts  in  the  third  grade. 

The  school  lunch  program  has  been  under  the  dir- 
ection of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Emery:  Mrs.  Earl  Walker  has  been 
supervising  at  the  Center  School.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Ireland  has 
been  assisting  at  the  Elementary  School.  A  great  deal  of 
the  success  of  this  program  is  due  to  the  volunteer  help 
and  cooperation  of  the  PTA.  The  children  of  the  Elemen- 
tary School  are  now  being  served  in  the  multi  purpose 
room.  New  tables  and  chairs  were  purchased,  which  allows 
one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  children  to  be  served  at  one 
time. 
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During  the  year  a  new  primary  type  typewriter  was 
purchased  for  the  Elementary  School.  A  new  inter-room 
communication  system  was  installed  in  the  Center  School. 
The  room  mothers  of  Mrs.  Lucie  Russell's  room  raised 
money  and  purchased  a  tape  recording  machine.  Parents 
and  friends  of  the  Elementary  School  raised  $232.00  to- 
ward a  stage  curtain.

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Report  of  the  Superindent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Rye 
School  District: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  past  year  has  been  an 
active  one;  the  rapid  growth  of  this  Seacoast  region  has 
compelled  us  all  to  extraordinary  efforts  to  meet  the  needs 
of  our  growing  school  population.  Furthermore,  we  have 
tried  not  only  to  provide  for  the  minimum  necessities,  but 
also  to  make  improvements  in  the  quality  of  our  staff  and 
in  our  educational  programs. 

The  Seacoast  area  presently  exhibits  one  predom- 
inent  characteristic  —  growth.  It  has  grown  in  popula- 
tion and  in  wealth.  Present  indications  are  that  this  trend 
will  continue.  Concomitant  with  growth  in  communities 
one  expects  to  find  increased  needs  for  public  services  and, 
inevitably,  increasing  costs  for  such  services. 

The  School  Districts  of  this  Supervisory  Union 
have,  in  the  main,  been  forced  to  construct  new  schools 
to  house  their  growing  enrollments.  For  the  moment, 
we  are  over  the  hump  as  regards  this  problem.  We  can  be 
proud  of  our  excellent  new  buildings  which  represent 
distinct  improvements  in  community  investment.  Unless 
present  trends  towards  growth  are  reversed,  however,  we 
shall  have  only  a  brief  breathing  space.  Within  two  to 
three  years  additional  facilities  will  again  be  needed  in 
many  of  the  districts. 

Federal  Aid  for  school  construction  under  Public 
Law  815  has  been  of  material  assistance  to  most  of  our 
districts.  Federal  Aid  for  the  operation  of  schools  under 
Public  Law  874  is  also  a  major  factor  in  defraying  costs 
and  in  holding  down  the  amounts  of  money  to  be  raised 
by  local  taxation.  In  the  Union  as  a  whole  our  estimated 
income    from   Public   Law    874    amounts    approximately 
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to   $100,000.00  for  the  coming  school  year. 

There  was  a  serious  effort  made  in  the  last  session  of 
Congress  to  eliminate  both  of  these  Bills.  Should  a  similar 
effort  succeed  during  the  present  session,  we  would  suffer 
a  major  blow  in  nearly  every  school  district.  We  have 
estimated  full  receipts  under  the  existing  statute  but  this 
expires  June  30,  1958.  If  by  March  we  know  that  this 
legislation  has  not  been  extended  it  will  be  necessary  to 
ask  for  an  appropriation  larger  than  that  now  presented 
in  our  budget.  It  behooves  every  citizen  to  make  known 
to  our  representatives  in  the  Congress  that  we  need  to 
have  maintained  the  system  of  payment  by  the  Federal 
Government  for  pupils  coming  into  our  community  as  a 
direct  result  of  Federal  activities. 

The  New  Hampshire  Legislature  in  the  last  session 
enacted  legislation  which  helps  in  meeting  the  cost  of 
debt  service.  Single  school  districts  formerly  received  state 
funds  to  the  amount  of  20%  of  the  principal  of  debt  in- 
curred for  capital  investments.  The  state's  share  has  now 
been  increased  to  30%  for  such  districts  and  to  50%  for 
those  districts  which  join  to  form  twelve-year  cooperative 
school  districts.  State  Aid  for  the  operation  of  schools  was 
also  increased  but  only  one  of  the  Districts  in  this  Union 
has  a  valuation  low  enough  to  qualify  for  this  form  of 
assistance. 

To  staff  our  schools  for  the  year  beginning  in  Sep- 
tember 1957  it  was  necessary  to  engage  52  new  teachers, 
a  larger  number  than  any  Supervisory  Union  in  the 
state,  including  the  cities,  had  to  hire.  To  start  with,  we 
needed  20  additional  teachers:  next,  we  found  it  necessary 
to  discontinue  the  service  of  10  faculty  members,  the  bal- 
ance represented  turnover  because  of  personal  circumstances. 
10  of  these  teachers  were  lost  because  we  could  not  offer 
adequate  salaries;  they  accepted  other  positions  at  an  aver- 
age increase  of  approximately  $600.00. 
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We  began  the  school  year  in  September  1956  with  an 
instructional  staff  of  101  full-time  persons.  In  September 
1957,  this  had  risen  to  119.  In  September  1958,  we  will 
need  at  least  139  faculty  members.  Except  for  a  few  of 
our  New  Hampshire  cities  this  will  make  our  Union  the 
largest  educational  organization  in  the  state.

The  growth  of  our  Union  has  created  a  growing 
problem  in  handling  the  administrative  and  supervisory 
duties  of  the  Superintendency.  Despite  our  overall  growth 
in  school  personnel  the  Superintendent's  staff  has  been 
increased  only  by  the  additional  of  a  half-time  clerk.  The 
following  tabulation  shows  the  staff  that  has  been  pro- 
vided :

The  provision  of  three  full-time  persons  on  the 
secretarial  and  clerical  staff  has  solved  our  problems  at 
that  level.  The  Helping  Teacher  and  the  Superintendent, 
however,  cannot  reasonably  meet  the  needs  in  supervision 
and  in  administration  under  the  present  load.  With  the 
addition  of  the  Cooperative  Secondary  School  District  to 
the  Union  there  are  now  eight  school  committees  with 
twenty-six  members. 

The  Supervisory  Union  School  Committee  is  cog- 
nizant of  the  problem  and  is  studying  ways  of  alleviating 
it.  Either  the  provision  of  an  assistant  superintendent  or 
reorganization  of  the  Union  administrative  structure  is 
needed.  No  solution  has  been  found  at  this  time  which 
will  permit  any  change  in  conditions  for  the  coming  year 
beginning  July  1,  1958. 
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We  shall  again  need  to  hire  a  large  number  of  teach- 
ers. There  will  be  at  least  1 8  additional  teachers  needed. 
Some  turnover  is  inevitable.  Conservatively  estimated,  our 
minimum  needs  will  fall  between  30  and  40  new  teachers. 
In  order  to  attract  suitable  teachers  we  must  offer  salaries 
as  good  or  better  than  those  which  will  be  offered  in 
northern  New  England. 

Last  year  our  minimum  salaries  of  $3,000.00  in  all 
of  our  districts  but  Seabrook  and  Rye  made  it  nearly  im- 
possible to  hire  beginning  teachers.  We  could  hire  none 
from  Plymouth  Teacher's  College  because  the  students 
flatly  refused  to  consider  any  salary  below  $3,200.00.  In 
some  of  our  districts  we  had  an  advantage  in  hiring  ex- 
perienced teachers  because  our  salary  schedules  offered 
a  greater  range  than  that  found  in  some  other  New 
Hampshire  communities. 

This  year  is  a  critical  one  with  regard  to  salaries.  The 
School  Committees  have  recognized  this  by  raising  min- 
imum salaries.  The  new  minimums  range  from  $3200.00 
to  $3400.00  in  the  elementary  districts.  In  raising  a  min- 
imum it  is  only  equitable  to  increase  the  salaries  of  older 
teachers  by  the  amount  of  increase.  This  is  not  only  equit- 
able but  is  a  matter  of  necessity  this  year  because  other 
communities  in  New  Hampshire  are  doing  so.  We  would 
lose  our  advantage  in  hiring  experienced  teachers  if  we 
did  not  give  our  teachers  now  on  the  staff  the  benefit  of 
the  increase  in  the  minimum. 

It  must  be  recognized  that  a  $3400.00  minimum  will, 
at  best,  put  us  on  a  basis  equal  to,  but  not  ahead  of  many 
New  Hampshire  communities  and  those  in  bordering 
states  with  which  we  have  to  compete  for  teachers.  Min- 
imums of  $3400.00  will  be  common,  some  are  already  set 
at  $3500.00  and  $3600.00.  An  explanation  of  this  prob- 
lem should  help  you  as  voters  of  the  District  to  realize 
the  reasons  which  compelled  your  School  Committee  to 
ask    for  larger  budgets  in  order  to  raise  salaries. 
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The  situation  with  regard  to  teacher's  salaries  will 
not  change  in  succeeding  years.  The  problem  is  one  of 
simple  economics.  Teaching,  which  has  always  been  an 
underpaid  profession,  does  not  look  attractive  to  young 
men  and  women  when  they  know  of  earnings  in  other 
occupations.  No  adequate  plans  for  forestalling  the  ob- 
vious shortage  of  teachers  were  undertaken  at  state  and 
national  levels  following  World  War  II.  As  our  school 
populations  have  grown,  teachers  have  remained  in  short 
supply.  Salaries,  therefore,  have  risen  and  will  continue 
to  rise  until  the  supply  of  teachers  is  markedly  increased. 

Many  statistics  are  published  to  prove  the  relatively 
low  earning  power  of  teachers.  One  statistic  is  enough  to 
cite,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  The  state  wage  rate  for  build- 
ing laborers,  who  need  no  education  or  experience,  is  S2.50 
per  hour  at  present,  or  $100.00  per  week  without  over- 
time. Much  is  often  made  of  the  fact  that  the  teacher's 
work  year  is  only  10  months.  This  is  not  a  significant 
argument;  those  teachers  who  are  able  and  willing  to 
work  in  the  summer  can  earn,  on  the  average,  only  $500. 
to  $600.  for  the  season.  To  do  so,  in  many  instances,  they 
must  work  at  jobs  which  contribute  nothing  to  their  im- 
provement as  teachers. 

I  have  devoted  space  to  the  foregoing  considerations 
because  of  their  critical  importance  at  the  present  time. 
These  matters  are  of  common  interest  to  the  citizens  of  all 
of  the  School  Districts  of  the  Union.  They  apply  with 
equal  force  in  every  District.  The  efficient  functioning  of 
our  schools  and  the  effective  conduct  of  education  in  our 
classrooms  is  the  matter  at  issue. 

Before  turning  to  matters  concerning  individual  dis- 
tricts there  is  one  educational  program  which  again  con- 
cerns all.  This  is  the  class  for  intellectually  retarded  pupils 
established  last  fall  at  the  North  Hampton  Elementary 
School.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  an 
experienced  teacher.  The  class  has  proved  to  be  successful 
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not  only  in  our  opinion,  but  in  that  of  many  impartial 
observers  who  have  visited  the  class.  We  are  indebted  to 
the  State  Committee  on  Social  Education  and  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Spaulding  Fund  for  technical  advice  and 
financial  assistance  in  the  preliminary  work  done  during 
the  past  year  which  enabled  us  to  make  a  sound  selection 
of  pupils. 

As  was  indicated  in  my  report  last  year  there  is  a 
clear  need  for  two  such  classes  in  our  Union.  With  a  second 
class  in  operation,  it  seems  probable  that  we  can  provide 
for  pupils  who  must  have  special  instruction  without 
adding  a  third  class  for  some  time.  North  Hampton  can 
furnish  a  classroom  for  another  year;  Hampton  can  pro- 
vide the  second  classroom  in  what  was  its  High  School 
building.  At  the  annual  budget  meeting  in  December  1957, 
the  Union  School  Committee  voted  to  recommend  to  all 
District  that  sufficient  funds  be  included  in  their  budgets 
to  provide  for  two  classes. 

Rye  is  fortunate  in  having  ample  classroom  space  at 
the  present  time  and  for  some  years  ahead.  The  two  fifth 
grades  were  transferred  this  year  from  the  Rye  Junior  High 
School  in  order  to  make  use  of  the  new  facilities  at  the 
Elementary  school.  The  two  remaining  available  rooms  at 
the  Elementary  School  are  used  for  music  and  art  and  for 
remedial  classes. 

The  Junior  High  School  building  is  now  so  arranged 
that  several  rooms  are  available  for  specialized  uses.  One 
room  has  been  made  into  a  large  office  and  conference  area. 
Another  is  used  for  art.  The  Home  Economics  program 
can  be  improved  because  more  adequate  space  can  be  pro- 
vided for  instruction. 

The  athletic  program  for  boys  has  been  expanded  by 
the  addition  of  touch  football.  It  is  no  longer  necessary  for 
one  of  the  principals  to  participate  in  coaching  since  Mr. 
Robert  Luther  was  engaged   to  teach  social   studies   and 
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to  coach.   He  has  special   training  for  this  work  and  has 
conducted  an  excellent  program. 

The  School  Committee  recognizes  the  hazards  and 
the  accompanying  liability  involved  in  transporting  boys 
and  girls  to  extra-curricula  activities,  including  athletics, 
by  means  of  private  cars.  Accordingly  an  amount  has  been 
included  in  the  budget  to  provide  for  hiring  buses  for 
such  purposes. 

Our  enrollments  and  our  census  figures  indicate  that 
wc  will  not  need  to  add  to  our  staff  of  regular  classroom 
teachers  next  year.  There  is  need,  however,  of  providing 
services  in  remedial  reading.  At  the  present  time  the  prin- 
cipals are  doing  what  they  can  do  meet  this  need,  but  a 
person  with  specialized  training  is  required. 

The  School  Committee  has  placed  a  special  article  in 
the  School  District  Warrant  so  that  provision  of  remedial 
reading  services  may  be  considered  separately  by  the  Dis- 
trict Meeting.  Inefficiency  in  reading,  the  key  subject  in 
learning,  lies  at  the  basis  of  the  difficulties  many  pupils 
experience  in  school.  A  properly  trained  remedial  teacher, 
working  with  small  groups  of  pupils,  can  do  much  to 
alleviate  reading  handicaps.  The  School  Districts  of  Hamp- 
ton and  North  Hampton  have  provided  this  service  for 
several  years.  Seabrook  adopted  it  last  year. 

Such  a  teacher  should  also  be  trained  to  give  indivi- 
dual tests  of  academic  aptitude,  or  intelligence.  Tests  of 
this  type  are  pre-requisite  to  the  proper  analysis  of  learning 
difficulties.  They  may  also  be  used  to  select  those  pupils 
of  superior  academic  aptitude  who  can  benefit  from  special 
instruction  outside  the  regular  class  periods. 

A  program  for  such  pupils,  commonly  called  "gifted", 
was  inaugurated  in  North  Hampton  last  fall  and  has 
proved  to  be  of  interest  and  value.  It  was  possible  to  begin 
in  North  Hampton  because  of  the  availability  of  a  re- 
medial reading  teacher  who  could  give  individual  intelli- 
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gence  tests.  A  similar  program  was  begun  in  February  in 
Hampton.  I  would  hope  that  we  could  establish  such  a 
program  in  Rye  during  the  fall  of  1958. 

I  have  been  fortunate  during  the  year  to  have  intelli- 
gent assistance  and  loyal  support  from  many  of  my  col- 
leagues and  fellow-workers.  My  obligations  to  teachers 
and  other  staff  members  are  too  numerous  to  list  them  here. 
This  help  I  deeply  appreciate. 

May  I  also  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee  and  to  other  citizens  of  the  Dis- 
trict for  their  understanding  of  school  problems  and  their 
readiness  to  work  on  behalf  of  our  school  children.

Hot  Lunch  Program 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  opened  in  September  1957 
in  both  schools.  The  Rve  Junior  High  School  has  Mrs. 
Barbara  Walker  in  charge  of  the  kitchen.  She  has  one 
volunteer  mother  helping  her  every  day,  and  she  is  serving 
an  average  of  120  children. 

The  Elementary  School  is  now  using  the  all  purpose 
room  as  a  cafeteria.  It  makes  the  serving  much  easier  for  the 
people  helping  in  the  kitchen.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Ireland  is  my 
all-around  helper  and  we  have  two  volunteer  mothers  each 
day.  We  are  now  feeding  225  children. 

The  lunches  are  still  $1.25  per  week  and  $1.00  for 
families  having  three  or  more  children  taking  Hot  Lunch. 
The  Room  Mothers  take  care  of  the  volunteers  to  help  in 
the  lunch  room.

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Report  of  the  School  Nurse 

As  School  Nurse,  I  spend  three  days  a  week  at  the 
Rye  schools  alternating  between  the  Junior  High  and  the 
Elementary   School. 

A  routine  check  up  is  done  yearly  on  all  students. 
This  consists  of  weighing  and  measuring,  checking  tonsils, 
teeth,  hair,  skin  and  posture.  Vision  testing  is  done  an- 
nually on  each  pupil.  The  Snellen  "E"  chart  is  used  on 
the  younger  ones  and  the  Telcbinocular  eye  machine  on 
the  older  group. 

Hearing  tests  with  the  Maico  Audiometer  are  done 
every  two  years. 

Dr.  James  Sanders,  school  physician,  gave  thorough 
physical  examinations  to  pupils  in  the  two  second  and 
sixth  grades  and  also  on  all  boys  participating  in  sports. 
A  few  minor  defects  were  found  and  were  promptly  cor- 
rected. 

A  spring  roundup  clinic  was  held  on  May  15th, 
when  Dr.  Sanders  did  physicals  on  forty  pre-school  child- 
ren. These  children  were  also  weighed  and  measured. 

A  Polio  clinic  was  held  on  December  3rd,  at  the 
Rye  Elementary  School  for  first,  second  and  third  shots. 
A  total  of  220  were  given  Salk  vaccine. 

Classroom  visits  are  made  each  week.  Home  contacts 
are  made  whenever  necessary  and  a  total  of  173  were  made 
last  year. 

Many  thanks  to  everyone  who  assisted  me  in  any  way 
during  the  school  year.
